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Offenders to 
be housed in 
a bail hostel 
at Bridgend? 


THE Ministry of 
Justice wants to 
open new bail hos¬ 
tels in Bridgend and 
Barry. 

The Bail 

Accommodation and 
Support Scheme (BASS) 
is operated on their 
behalf by ClearSprings 
Management Ltd to pro¬ 
vide bail accommodation 
for up to a maximum of 
five people in a property, 
and these are people who 
do not need to be held in 
custody. 

At the moment, there 
are hostels in Newport, 
Cardiff, Swansea and 
Wrexham. The scheme is 
now being expanded to 
other towns in Wales. 

Consultations will 
take place with police, 
probation service and 
councils in each area 


involved to secure agree¬ 
ment, but it is unclear if 
planning consent is need¬ 
ed or if there is any pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

The GEM understands 
that the Ministry of 
Justice (MoJ) is looking 
for 48 places throughout 
Wales for people out on 
bail, or tagged, who are 
awaiting trial or sentence 
and have no accommoda¬ 
tion. 

A spokesman for the 
Vale Council confirmed 
that talks were under way 
on this proposal. 

Alun Billinghurst, 
head of public protection, 
said the matter had been 
referred to the Safer Vale 
Partnership, which is to 
consider the request from 
ClearSprings and then 
comment on the proposal 
put forward. 

He added: “A meeting

A spokesman for 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council said 
that they understood that 
three places are needed 
in the county borough. 

“The council does not 
have the right to veto the 
placements. However, 
the authority recognises 
its responsibilities 
towards all members of 
its community and its 
need to work with impor¬ 
tant partners, such as the 
MoJ and the police, who 
have been involved with 
this project.” 

The statement added 
that the people put onto 
such supported accom¬ 
modation schemes are 
assessed for their suit¬ 
ability and will not 
include sex offenders or 
violent offenders. 

Placements are usually 
young men but could 
include women or fami¬ 
lies. 

An existing three-bed- 
roomed property in 
Bridgend has already 
been identified, which 
will be leased by 
ClearSprings from the 
private owner.

LIFEGUARDS in Porthcawl were forced 
to clear up after vandals set a bonfire on 
the beach and smashed beer bottles all 
over the pebble bank. 

It was feared that a lifebouy, which has gone 
missing after its housing was smashed, was con¬ 
signed to the flames. 

The weekend’s hot weather brought thousands of 
visitors to Porthcawl’s blue flag beach Rest Bay 
and, over the weekend, lifeguards dealt with a num¬ 
ber of first aids and found several lost children. 

However, when they arrived on Sunday morning, 
they had to clean up after the vandalism - the 
remains of a large fire full of empty beer bottles and 
broken glass. 

The bottles littered the entire pebble bank. 
Lifeguard Chris Page said: “Sunday was the busiest 
day of our season so far, so it was disappointing to 
arrive in the morning and have to spend more than 
an hour clearing up broken glass from the previous 
night - when we should be setting up our equipment 
for the day. 

“We filled two black bins full of broken glass, 
and even then had first aid cases where young chil¬ 
dren had cut themselves on glass.” 

He added: “Destroying the lifebuoy is not only 
mindless vandalism, but also a criminal offence.”

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LEST WE FORGET THE HEROES 
WHO PAVED THE WAY TO D-DAY 


T HE forthcom¬ 
ing celebra¬ 
tions com¬ 
memorating the 
Normandy 
Landings (June 6, 
1944) should not 
obscure the fact 
that the Second 
World War had 
already been fought 
for four and a half 
years (September 
1939) prior to D- 
Day. 

It is historically 
important that school 
and college students are 
made aware of this. 

The British 
Expeditionary force to 
France in 1939, were 
outgunned and outma¬ 
noeuvred by the German 
army, resulting in the 
humiliating retreat from 


Dunkirk in 1940. At the 
same time, the British 
defeat and withdrawal 
from Norway led 
Parliament to call for 
Chamberlain’s resigna¬ 
tion. 

On the plus side, the 
courage of our air crews 
in the Battle of Britain 
(their finest hour) against 
the Luftwaffe, decided 
Hitler would not invade 
Britain. 

In North Africa, the 
1st and 8th Armies suf¬ 
fered many reverses 
before Montgomery’s 
brilliant victory at El 
Alamein in 1942. 

Churchill described it 
as the end of the begin¬ 
ning (D-Day was later 
known as the beginning 
of the end). 

Mussolini having 
declared war on Britain 
meant fresh campaigns 
for the 8th Army. 


After defeating the 
Germans in Sicily, the 
campaign in Italy began 
with the Salerno 
Landings (September 
1943), which continued 
until the end of the war. 

In the Far East, 
Churchill described the 
loss of Singapore to the 
Japanese as his worst 
moment of the war, 
when the entire British 
garrison surrendered. 

Army, RAF, Navy, 
military nurses and 
British civilians all 
became prisoners of the 
Japanese. 

However, the gallant 
British 14th army fought 
through Burma against a 
merciless enemy, in the 
most difficult jungle 
conditions. 

It is well documented 
that British POWs were 
in an appalling state 
when they were repatri¬ 


ated in 1945. 

In 1941, a British 
force, on Churchill’s 
direct orders, invaded 
Iraq, surrounding 
Baghdad and comman¬ 
deering Basra port and 
airfield. 

The Iraq prime minis¬ 
ter, Rashid Ali, had col¬ 
laborated with Hitler to 
provoke an Arab revolt 
against Britain. 

During this period, 
thousands of Royal Navy 
sailors were lost at sea as 
were many of our capital 
warships, mainly as a 
result of German U-boat 
action. 

Their names are 
inscribed on the magnifi¬ 
cent war memorial on 
Plymouth Hoe. Another 
estimated 28,000 mer¬ 
chant navy seamen per¬ 
ished at sea in their 
endeavour to bring vital 
supplies to war-stricken 


Britain. Finally, the out¬ 
standing contribution of 
the RAF, particularly the 
bravery of the air crews, 
must never be forgotten. 

Fighter Command, as 
well as Bomber 
Commands’ dangerous 
night missions over 
Germany, cost the lives 
of thousands of aircrews. 

As a Second World 
War homeguard and 
Army veteran, I felt it 
appropriate to scramble 
these thoughts on paper 
in recognition of all 
those who had served the 
country with distinction 
before D-Day. 

It should be remem¬ 
bered that the British 
Second Army formed 
only part of an allied 
Force under an American 
Supreme Commander, 
General Dwight 
Eisenhower. 

American, Canadian, 


Australian, South 
African, New Zealand, 
Indian and many others, 
such as Polish, free 
French, as well as men 
from the British 
colonies, all formed part 
of the D-Day landing 
force. 

With the Soviet Red 
Army advancing on 
Berlin from the east, 
Hitler was doomed. 

When the war ended, 

I remember being posted 
to a new division formed 
in Italy (‘Y’ division) 
bound for the Far East to 
finish the war with 
Japan. 

However, the atom 
bomb was dropped as 
‘Y’ division was being 
kitted out, so the need 
for reinforcements for 
Japan disappeared 
overnight.

They will not be able 
to take advantage of 
these benefits and con¬ 
cessions as Porthcawl is 
the only town in the bor¬ 
ough that does not pos¬ 
sess a council-run swim¬ 
ming pool. 


I was pleased to read 
that Coun Nott was 
impressed with the £6 
million upgrade of 
Ynysadwdre swimming 
pool, and that he now 
enjoys the pleasure of 
swimming. 

Therefore, it is rather 
ironic that Coun Nott 
and BCBC are against 
Porthcawl having a 
swimming pool, notwith¬ 
standing the fact that the 
many millions of pounds 
from the sale of land in 
Porthcawl would pay for 
the building of a swim¬ 


ming pool. The extra £2 
million annually in coun¬ 
cil taxes from the rates 
on the 1,350 new proper¬ 
ties, to be built under 
regeneration plans, 
would pay for the run¬ 
ning costs of the pool. 

Perhaps this is a 
strong case for the 
Porthcawl council to 
engage the assistance of 
Joanna Lumley to fight 
and rectify this incredi¬ 
ble and unjust situation.

am convinced that pro¬ 
viding potable water, 
latrines, environmental 
programmes and seeds 
to grow food will help 
decrease the incidence of 
Lassa Fever, as well as 
other water mediated 
diseases such as Cholera 
and malaria. 

“Through the provi¬ 
sion of these facilities to 
local communities in 
Sierra Leone, the British 
Red Cross project will 
be making a very big 
difference to the lives of 
some of the world’s 
poorest and most vulner¬ 
able people. 

“Climbing to base 
camp was an extraordi¬ 
nary experience, made 
even more special by the 
magnificent scenery sur¬ 
rounding us. However, it 
was exhausting work. 

“All the training in 
the gym and on the 
Malvern Hills didn’t pre¬ 
pare me for the reduc¬ 
tion in oxygen and con¬ 
sequent breathlessness. 

“While I wasn’t 
expecting luxury, the 
facilities in the final 
stages didn’t make com¬ 


pleting the climb any 
easier: 

“The loo was a com¬ 
munal hole in the 
ground, the communal 
shower was freezing, 
and the beds were cov¬ 
ered with a duvet and 
pillow that looked like 
they hadn’t been washed 
for a very long time. ” 

To date, £45,000 has 
been raised to support 
the project. However, a 
further £135,000 is still 
needed. 

“The British Red 
Cross Community Based 
Health Project in Sierra 
Leone aims to improve 


the health of 68,000 vul¬ 
nerable people living in 
170 communities. 

“We urgently need to 
raise more funds if we 
are to provide all the 
communities with the 
clean water facilities and 
latrines they need, in 
order to prevent Lassa 
Fever and other dis¬ 
eases,” said Christine 
Tokar, programme sup¬ 
port manager for Africa 
at the British Red Cross.

Bridgend walkway wins 
a civil engineers’ award 


BRIDGEND town centre’s new 
river walkway, Angel Gateway, 
has won a top award from the 
Institution of Civil Engineers 
(ICE) and has been cited as an 
“outstanding example” of a 
civil engineering project in 
Wales. 

ICE presented Bridgend County 
Borough Council with the Roy 
Edwards Award 2009 for the project at 
a recent awards ceremony. 

A suspended structure over the 
River Ogmore which incorporates a 
footbridge link to Angel Street, Angel 
Gateway runs between the historic Old 
Bridge at Dunraven Place and the 
Water Street Bridge. 

Praised by both the Civic Trust and 
Bridgend Chamber of Trade, the walk¬ 
way was given the name Angel 
Gateway by pupils from Penybont 
Primary School. 

It beat off competition from 15 
other projects to win the ICE award for 


its overall impact and use of modem, 
innovative stmctures amid historical 
surroundings. 

Other winning factors included its 
robust, detailed design, the effective 
partnership arrangements of its con¬ 
struction, and its potential as a catalyst 
for regeneration. 

Council Leader Mel Nott said: “This 
is excellent news and demonstrates the 
beneficial impact and high quality of 
the walkway. 

“Angel Gateway offers a valuable 
link to riverside businesses and plays 
an important role in the ongoing regen¬ 
eration of Bridgend town centre.” 

The Angel Gateway project was 
funded by the European Regional 
Development Fund and the Welsh 
Assembly Government's Local 
Regeneration Fund. 

The principal engineering designer 
for the scheme was Arup and the archi¬ 
tect was James Brotherhood and 
Associates. Angel Gateway was con¬ 
structed by Carillion Civil 
Engineering.

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YOUNG ACTING TALENT TRIES OUT 
FOR ROLES IN A CLASSIC MUSICAL 


The Bridgend Youth Theatre will he performing 
the classic musical Gypsy as its summer show, so 
PHILIP IRWIN dropped in to watch part of the 
audition process - and discovered that it is a bit 
different from those Nancy s or Josephs... 


T HANKS to Andrew 
Lloyd Webber’s joint 
ventures with the BBC, 
we all know how the casting 
process for a musical works, 
don’t we? 

Tears and tantrums (and that’s just 
the boys!). Sob stories about how a 
sick grandmother is hanging on in the 
hope of seeing the ‘light of her life’ in 
a major role on stage. 

Not to mention over-the-top 
speeches about how they have 
dreamed all their life about this role, 
and that they were bom to play it, and 
how it will transform their life if they 
land it. 

When Roger Burnell gets the boys 
and girls of the Bridgend Youth 
Theatre (BYT) together to try out for 
a new show, it is all in a slightly lower 
key. 

For a start, there are quite a few of 
the group who haven’t seen the show, 
so the first task for Roger is to skim 
through a DVD, highlighting the main 
roles and pointing out the sort of rou¬ 
tines. (See picture below). 

Gypsy tells the story of Gypsy Rose 
Lee, the biggest star on the burlesque 
strip tease circuit, and it starts when 
she and her younger sister, June, find 
themselves in a vaudeville act put 
together by their mother, Rose - the 
ultimate pushy showbiz mum. 

Although June is talented, Rose’s 
limited imagination means that the sis¬ 
ters front a series of acts that are going 
nowhere. Vaudeville is on the slide 
and this showbiz family is going down 
the pan with it. 

Besides, Louise (who will grow up 
to be Gypsy) is totally in the shadow 
of her more talented younger sister. 

No matter how bad things get, Rose 
is always convinced that good times 
are just around the comer. 

Trailing in Rose’s wake is poor old 
Herbie, her suitor, who puts up with 
more than his share of humiliations 
from Rose until he finally has enough. 

To be fair, Gypsy is not a show that 
the boys can get too excited about. 
Herbie is the only main part (and he is 
a loser!), and there are three or four 
cameos as well. 

For the girls, Rose dominates the 
show. June has some good song and 
dance numbers, and Louise, of course, 
gets the transformation into the glam¬ 
orous and sophisticated Gypsy Rose 
Lee. 

There are also three eye-catching 
roles for the girls, because the scene¬ 
stealing moment in the show is when 
Louise first encounters a house of bur¬ 
lesque, and meets three jaded strippers 
who sing ‘You Gotta Get a Gimmick’ 
- a number that never fails to stop the 
show. 

There are two filmed versions of 
Gypsy. The original, with Rosalind 
Russell as Rose and Natalie Wood as 
Gypsy, and a version with Bette 


Midler as Rose. Roger is showing the 
Bette Midler version, and when he 
gets to the strippers scene, one of the 
girls says: “The costumes are a 
bit.brief, aren’t they?” 

This is a surprise to me, as I’ve 
only seen the Natalie Wood version, 
where the costumes were quite chaste. 
However, when I check on screen it 
turns out that they are rather skimpy. 

I get the impression that the boys 
will be arguing that they should stay 
faithful to the Bette Midler version. 

Roger decides that ‘You Gotta Get 
a Gimmick’ is a good way to get the 
audition going, and his musical direc¬ 
tor, Mike Plowman, starts to take the 
girls through the song, concentrating 
on just the first verse. 

First of all, the entire group of 
about 18 sing together, and gradually 
Roger puts them in groups of three or 
four. No one gets dropped, they carry 
on getting more used to the lyrics. 

Slowly, we get to the stage when 
the girls are singing individually. This 
is where it gets interesting. 

The first verse is sung by Miss 
Mazeppa, arguably the most jaded of 
the trio of strippers. Her gimmick is to 
play the trumpet. As she explains in 
the song, “If you’re going to bump it, 
bump it with a trumpet!” 

Now some of the girls have done 
their homework, and sing the lyrics in 
character, as a streetwise woman who 
has been around the block a few 
times. 

However, some haven’t, and it is 
quite weird to hear Miss Mazeppa’s 
lines delivered in the style of someone 
auditioning for High School Musical. 

I don’t think that Roger is worried 
about this. What is remarkable about 
the group as a whole is how well they 
do accents - particularly American. 

It was also surprising to find that 
some of the girls were quite nervous 
with the ‘bump and grind’ aspect of 
the routine. If you believe that all 
actors are extroverts, then watching 
the BYT girls auditioning is a sur¬ 
prise. 

It takes a while to build up confi¬ 
dence in anything, whether it is sport, 
public speaking, or acting, and Roger 
Burnell has had years of spotting tal¬ 
ent, and then giving the young person 
the confidence to do it on stage. 

It was early stages in the audition 
process when The GEM visited, and it 
would take another week or two 
before casting was finalised. 

Eventually, the lead role of Rose 
went to Charlotte Bruton, with 
Melissa Thomas as Gypsy. June will 
be played by Natasja Bryant. 

Herbie will be played by Liam 
James 

Finally, the three strippers will be 
Melanie Stevens, Christie Saunders 
and Rasheeda Ali. 

Gypsy will be performed at The 
Grand Pavilion, Porthcawl, over three 
nights, July 23 - 25.

SWIFT. 
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'More to the Gurkhas’ 
Issue than well-meaning 
campaigners realise’ 


T HE question of the 
right of Gurkha ex- 
servicemen to reset¬ 
tlement in the UK has 
become an emotive and, 
sadly, a political matter. 

The natural sense of fair play 
will have directed the average 
Briton to unquestionably support 
the Gurkhas’ rights, and nearly 
all of the letters published in 
your columns fully bear this out. 

The bandwagon fronted by 
Joanna Lumley has gained con¬ 
siderable momentum. But is the 
matter as straightforward as it 
might appear? 

Firstly, let us take a look at 
the background to the Gurkhas’ 
association with the British 
Army. 

During the period of British 
rule in India, it was only natural 
that our army of occupation 
should seek reliable reinforce¬ 
ments from a more local source. 

What could be more conven¬ 
ient than to call upon the little 
men from India’s near neighbour 
Nepal; and what more natural 
than that the man from this war¬ 
rior nation should seek to 
improve his lot by offering his 
services? 

But the Gurkha did not come 
as a ready-made soldier. He was 
simply the raw material from 
which a fully-trained soldier 
could be made. In fact, he was a 
mercenary. 

The rejection rate from the 
hundreds of volunteers was 
extremely high. But once accept¬ 
ed, the Gurkha soldier would be 
highly honoured in his native 
village and when he returned, his 
small pension would be one of 
comparative riches. 

But whatever his fighting 
^qualities, in any action he has 


always been led by British offi¬ 
cers of exceptional leadership 
ability. 

I was privileged to serve dur¬ 
ing World War II as part of a fine 
Indian Division, which included 
Gurkhas, and I have seen them 
from what they are; disciplined, 
courageous, adaptable, and 
unquestionably loyal to their 
adopted queen and country. 

In North Africa and Italy, 
where I served, there were three 
Indian Infantry divisions, each 
with three battalions of 1,000 
Gurkhas, making a total of 9,000 
in this theatre alone. 

I have no idea how many 
were serving in the far east, but 
it is safe to assume that this 
number could at least be doubled 
and possibly trebled. Say a mini¬ 
mum of 20,000 in all. 

If given the right to settle in 
this country, although few would 
ever have visited these shores, 
all of these would be eligible. 

But of course like their British 
counterparts, age has taken its 
toll. Nevertheless, there must be 
several thousand aged Gurkhas 
still surviving who would qualify 
for settlement here. 

They must have the same 
rights as those who have been 
based in our country and who 
have served in more recent con¬ 
flicts. 

But why stop at the Gurkhas? 
What about the thousands of 
Indians who served alongside 
them in the defence of this coun¬ 
try? 

To a Gurkha’s family, from a 
mountain village somewhere in 
the Himalayas, life in Britain 
would be as unnatural as life on 
the moon. 

It is also a fact that those 
Gurkhas who have served in this 
country since World War II have 


themselves not really experi¬ 
enced civilian life here either. 

The Army is largely a closed 
community. They will have been 
mainly pre-occupied with train¬ 
ing camps and ceremonial duties 
based in barracks. 

So before joining the protest, 
the well-meaning but mostly 
ignorant people of our country 
would do well to consider the 
implications. 

These overcrowded islands 
are already trying to assimilate 
groups of people from other 
nations, who have no intention 
of becoming part of our culture 
and who are placing ever- 
increasing demands to meet their 
own perceived rights. 

The acceptance of the Gurkha 
soldier’s right to residence here 
would create just such another 
community with similar rights 
and demands. 

Joanna Lumley’s campaign 
may be entirely sincere, but does 
it really owe anything to reality? 
Would resettlement in the British 
Isles be fair either to the Gurkha 
families or to our nation as a 
whole? Surely there must be 
another way to reward their serv¬ 
ice to our country? 

It is not a simple matter of fair 
play. Having just returned from 
what will possibly be my last 
visit to the British and 
Commonwealth cemetery in 
Cassino in Italy where I paid my 
tribute, with other veterans, to 
the large section of Gurkha dead 
there, I am probably able to 
appreciate the value of the 
Gurkha more than most of your 
correspondents. However, that 
doesn’t prevent me from seeing 
the difficulties that settlement 
here might pose.

Barrians who served in 
Second World War to be 
honoured in exhibition 


THIS September 
sees the 70th 
anniversary of the 
start of the Second 
World War, that 
enormous conflict 
which claimed the 
lives of 370,000 
Britons. 

Events will be held 
the length and breadth of 
the United Kingdom, 
and Barry will play its 
part in commemorating 
the sacrifice made, and 
the service given, by its 
men and women all 
those years ago. 

To remember the role 
that the people of Barry 
and the surrounding 
areas played in the 
defeat of Germany and 
Japan, local military his¬ 
torian Dr Jonathan Hicks 
will be staging a two- 
week long exhibition at 
Arts Central in Barry 
Library. 

Dr Hicks says: “On 
display in Arts Central 
will be the material I 
have collected over the 
past few years on the 
role that Barrians played 


in the Second World 
War. I have interviewed 
military, naval and air 
force veterans, civilians 
who experienced the 
bombing of Barry and 
have spoken with mer¬ 
chant seamen sunk by 
German u-boats. 

“As a result, I have 
numerous photographs 
and written accounts, 
which will form the 
basis of a thought-pro¬ 
voking display that will 
be of great interest to the 
people of Barry. 

“Thousands of local 
people attended the two 
large scale exhibitions at 
Barry Memorial Hall in 
2007 and 2008, on the 
role that Barrians played 
in the two world wars of 
the last century. 

Both were extremely 
successful and raised 
funds for the upkeep of 
Barry’s Roll of Honour. 

“The display at Arts 
Central will allow me to 
display the whole range 
of information I have 
collected, and for a 
longer period than just a 
one-day exhibition. 


“Barry, as we are all 
aware, is a town without 
a museum. There is no 
venue for a permanent 
display of such material 
and with this important 
anniversary fast 
approaching it is incum¬ 
bent on us to commemo¬ 
rate the courage that 
male and female 
Barrians showed during 
those years. 

“The Second World 
War is also part of the 
national curriculum in 
primary and secondary 
schools, so the opportu¬ 
nity to teach our children 
what happened from 
1939-1945 as it affected 
Barry and Barrians 
should not be missed.” 

The following sec¬ 


tions will be displayed: 
The RAF, The Army, 
The Royal Navy, The 
Merchant Navy, 
Women’s Contribution, 
The Barry Blitz. 

“The exhibition will 
open on Saturday, 
September 12, and will 
run for two weeks. I will 
be in attendance on 
Saturdays and very 
much look forward to 
engaging with the public 
and collecting yet more 
stories,” Dr Hicks added. 

He expressed his grat¬ 
itude to Tracey Harding, 
arts development manag¬ 
er of the Vale Council, 
for facilitating this exhi¬ 
bition.

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VALE MP FIGHTS FOR HIS 
REPUTATION AFTER 
EXPENSES ALLEGATIONS 


VALE MP John 
Smith is under 
attack after a news¬ 
paper story alleging 
that he had claimed 
almost £58,000 over 
four years, without 
submitting receipts. 

The allegation related 
to Mr Smith’s Additional 
Costs Allowance (ACA), 
which covers the extra 
costs incurred by an MP 
as a result of living in 
London. 

MPs typically claim 
between £20,000 and 
£23,000 on this account, 
and Mr Smith is no 
exception. 

The Telegraph, which 
is in possession of a 
leaked CD, wrote that he 
was paying rent of “up to 
£560” per month - but 
had produced no other 
receipts for the four 
years from 2004/05 to 
2007/08. 

Instead, it was alleged 
that Mr Smith had pro¬ 
duced monthly ‘round 
figures’ for food (£400), 
cleaning (£250), tele¬ 
phone bills (£250), and 
utility bills (£250). 

The allegations led to 
a call from the Plaid 
Cymru candidate for the 
Vale, Dr Ian Johnson, 
that Mr Smith should 
step down as an MP. (Mr 


Smith has already indi¬ 
cated that he will not be 
defending his seat at the 
next general election on 
health grounds). 

Dr Johnson said: “I 
was flabbergasted to dis¬ 
cover that John Smith 
had claimed nearly 
£60,000 in four years 
without putting forward 
a receipt, using a loop¬ 
hole to claim the maxi¬ 
mum that required no 
proof of actual expendi¬ 
ture. 

“This is just two 
weeks after he told the 
local papers in Barry that 
he ‘never exploited the 
system of MPs’ 
allowances’. 

“He has already made 
the choice to step down 
at the next general elec¬ 
tion, but this news 
means that he must leave 
the job immediately, 
rather than hanging on as 
a lame duck for up to 
another year.” 

The GEM contacted 
Mr Smith’s office and 
asked five questions. 

1/ Does Mr Smith dis¬ 
pute the claim that he 
submitted no receipts 
during the four-year 
period? 

2/ Mr Smith had a 
cost advantage by choos¬ 
ing to rent and not buy. It 
was £5,000 - £6,000 
cheaper per year.

Mr Smith issued the 
following statement and 
at his request, we are 
printing this in full: 

His spokesman stat¬ 
ed: “Mr Smith is devas¬ 
tated and repudiates 
allegations that he has 
exploited the parliamen¬ 
tary expenses system fol¬ 
lowing an article in the 
Sunday Telegraph; 
which has appeared 
since he announced his 
retirement on health 
grounds two weeks ago. 


“Historically, Mr 
Smith has been one of 
the lowest claimants of 
parliamentary expenses. 
He does not own a sec¬ 
ond home, he has never 
claimed for any luxury 
goods and all the money 
he has claimed over the 
years has gone towards 
meeting the cost of living 
and working in London 
and not for personal 
gain. 

“Mr Smith is commit¬ 
ted to transparency and 
will publish his expenses 
in full, as soon as is 
practicable. ” 

The statement con¬ 
tinued: 

“A number of allega¬ 
tions were made in the 
Sunday Telegraph which 
he did not have an 
opportunity to respond 
to. 

“Mr Smith was 
accused of claiming 
Additional Cost 

Allowance between 2004 
and 2008 without sub¬ 
mitting receipts. 

“Under the rules at 
the time, no receipts 
were required and all Mr 
Smith’s claims were 
cleared by the Commons 
authority and were with¬ 
in the existing rules. 

“Contrary to what 


was alleged in the news¬ 
paper article, in July 
2007, when the 
Commons authority 
wrote to Mr. Smith 
informing him that he 
could no longer continue 
to claim in this way, he 
immediately changed his 
claims to meet the new 
requirements. 

“In April 2008, Mr 
Smith moved to an 
unfurnished bedsit in 
Pimlico and purchased 
some modestly-priced 
items of furniture, 
including a table and 
two chairs and a sofa 
bed, and submitted 
receipts as required 
under further rule 
changes. 

“Not all the items on 
the receipts referred to in 
the newspaper article 
were claimed for. 

“Contrary to what 
was said in the 
Telegraph, it is untrue 
that Mr Smith submitted 
a bill for legal costs over 
a dispute with the land¬ 
lord over his constituen¬ 
cy office. In actual fact, 
this was a standard com¬ 
mercial charge for draw¬ 
ing up a lease. 

“It seems that politi¬ 
cal opponents in the Vale 
are trying to damage Mr 
Smith’s reputation by 
linking the timing of his 
retirement announce¬ 


ment with the expenses 
furore. 

“Nothing could be 
further from the truth - 
Mr Smith has been 
advised by his doctor not 
to stand for re-election 
and he is following that 
advice. ”

For every Dwayne 
‘The Rock’ Johnson, a 
charismatic performer 
who has shown in the 
likes of The Game Plan 
and Welcome To The 
Jungle a deft ability to 
be both an action hero 
and comedian, there’s a 
Hulk Hogan - whose 
dubious big-screen cred¬ 
its include the likes of 
No Holds Barred, 
Suburban Commando, 
and last, but definitely 
least, Santa With 
Muscles. 

The latest grappler to 
swap the spandex for 
celluloid is John Cena, 
who stars in 12 Rounds. 
Cena plays Danny 
Fisher who, in the act of 
capturing terrorist Miles 
Jackson (Aidan Gillen), 
inadvertently causes the 
death of the terrorist’s 
girlfriend. 

One year from the 
accident, Jackson breaks 
out of prison and cap¬ 
tures Danny’s girlfriend 
Molly (Ashley Scott) as 
an act of revenge; if 
Danny wants to see 
Molly again then must 


a wrestler and comes 
from Renny Harlin, an 
action director whose 
knowledge of the word 
‘subtlety’ seems to be 
non-existent, it doesn’t 
mean that the end result 
won’t be a thought-pro¬ 
voking piece of work on 
the emotional loss of 
supposedly villainous 
people, and how it 
affects the ‘good guys’. 

Unfortunately, as 
intriguing as the above 
film sounds, the finished 
product is nothing like 
it. 

Instead, as you would 
expect, it is a fdm full of 
two-dimensional charac- 


largely confined to the

A large, traditional 
Sunday roast was 
enjoyed by all at the King 
Arthur Hotel, set in the 
beautiful landscape of 
the Gower Peninsula, 
while, nearer to home, 
our year-10 college stu¬ 
dents laid on a superb 
Welsh-style buffet of hot 
and cold typical Welsh 
foods. 

The Italian visitors 
treated us to a wonderful 
homemade spaghetti 
Carbonara. 

Our visitors felt that 
the project did fulfil their 
initial aims: they were

YEAR-12 students 
Curtis Mathews 
(Barry 

Comprehensive) 
and Elinor Lewis 
(Bro Morgannwg) 
were the top placed 
Yale athletes when 
the 14th Cardiff & 
the Vale Schools 
Combined Events 
championships 
were held at the 
Cardiff 
International 
Sports Stadium at 
Leckwith. 

Last year, when there 
was no athletics stadium 
in Cardiff, the event was 
held for the only time at 
Jenner Park. It was a 
lovely, sunny afternoon 
and a record number of 
pupils competed - 194 - 
with 82 of them repre¬ 
senting Vale schools, and 
the fixture was complet¬ 
ed in its planned four 
hour time slot. 

The drawback with 
Jenner is that it only has 
one high jump bed, 
which resulted, last year, 
in the middle and junior 
girls only completing 
four events instead of 
the usual pentathlon. 

This time, at new 
Leckwith, conditions 
were not good, one of 
those damp, drizzly and 
windy afternoons, but 
still a new record num¬ 
ber of pupils competed, 
with the 200 mark 
exceeded for the first 
time - 210 athletes from 
years 8 to 13 took part, 
with a hugely encourag¬ 
ing 99 coming from the 
Vale schools. 

Mathews, last year’s 
middle (under-17) cham¬ 
pion with a points total 
of 2,554 for a competi¬ 
tion covering the 100m 
hurdles, long and high 
jumps, shot and 800 
metres, underlined how 
much he has improved 
under the guidance of 
Welsh Athletics com¬ 
bined events coach Mike 
Guest. He finished with 
a hugely encouraging 
total of 2,590 points for 
the senior competition, 
which covers a different 
combination of events - 
100 metres, long jump, 
shot, javelin and 1,500 
metres. 

That points score bet¬ 
ters the previous record 
of 2,467 for those five 
events, set by Daniel 
Gaunt (Cardiff High) in 
2004 - and it shows that, 


although the Barry stu¬ 
dent is far from the fin¬ 
ished article, he is head¬ 
ing in the right direction. 

For Lewis, much bet¬ 
ter known for her pole 
vault prowess, there was 
the satisfaction of claim¬ 
ing a first ever combined 
events title, though she 
may be disappointed 
with her points total in 
the senior girls’ competi¬ 
tion, in which all six ath¬ 
letes were from Vale 
schools. 

In the middle (under- 
17) and junior (under- 
15) sections, Cowbridge 
year-11 Oliver Trotman 
produced the highest 
points score. His 2,302 
was good enough for 
second place behind St 
Teilo’s year-10 Jamaul 
Whyte (2,442) while 
Rhys Allin (Cowbridge, 
middle, 2,102), Ellie 
Carter (Bryn Hafren, 
middle, 1,903) and 
Maisie Matthews (Bro 
Morgannwg, junior, 

I, 836) all finished third 
and Mathew Roan (St 
Cyres, 1,720) was the 
top placed Vale junior 
boy in seventh place. 

The event was hosted 
by the Ysgol Gyfun Bro 
Morgannwg PE depart¬ 
ment, who made an 
excellent job of organis¬ 
ing the event. 

Following this fixture, 
91 athletes were selected 
to represent Cardiff & 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools at the Welsh 
Schools’ Combined 
Events championships, 
which will be held for 
the first time at the 
Swansea University ath¬ 
letics track on Saturday, 
June 27. Fifty-five Vale 
pupils are included in 
that team.

Right royal shock

T HE first-up match 
against what was 
said to be the weak¬ 
est opposition they would 
face on tour in South 
Africa, was always going 
to be a banana skin 
encounter for the British 
and Irish Lions. 

However, despite the even¬ 
tual outcome - a flattering 37-

Indeed, it was only in the 
final 12 minutes, with the 
arrival of the cavalry (from 
the replacements bench) and a 
solo try of sheer brilliance by 
Bridgend’s Lee Byrne, that the 
Lions clawed their way back 
and restored battered pride 
with two more late touch¬ 
downs.
